A 
tragedy was averted at Ludington 
beach yesterday by the narrowest of 
margins. A young girl ventured too far out 
into the water and very nearly drowned. 
Fortunately prompt action and ilfe saving 
skill by her rescuers averted a tragedy. 
There are, we believe, at least two les­ 
sons that can be learned from this situa­ 
tion. First and most important, any person 
in swimming, w hether at Ludington Beach 
or elsewhere, should take no unnecessary 
chances in the water. Stay in water depths 
that are safe and be accompanied by at 
least one other person who 
can 
render 
assistance if necessary. The only safe place 
to swim is in an area properly protected 
by lifeguards. 
The second lesson is one for city offi­ 
cials. The bathing beach should be opened 
and properly staffed as soon as weather 
and water conditions are such that swim­ 
mers—or 
bathers— are attracted to the 
water. For at least the past week the new 
Ludington park beach has been well pop- 
ulaied with bathers, although the beach is 
not yet officially open and lifeguards are 
not assigned to duty. 
It can be argued, of course.^hat swim­ 
mers should not go into the water until 


Change In Draft 
Regulations Is Wise 


A 1trants in Michigan have taken their 
pre-induction examinations and are await­ 
ing induction calls but unless they are 
called 
for 
service within 90 days after 
their physicals, they must be called for 
reexamination. In the meantime they can­ 
not enlist in any branch of 
the 
armed 
services. 
Draft calls now are extremely low and 
it is unlikely that all of the men or even a 
majority of them would be called by the 
draft boards within the time limits of their 
physical 
examinations. 
Many 
of 
them, 
however, desire to enlist, recognizing that 
they are to be called for military service 
within a short period of time anyway. By 
enlisting, they get the opportunity to se­ 
lect a branch of service of their choice. 
If 
is 
indicated 
that the restrictions 
against enlistments of men who have sub­ 
mitted to preinduction physicals are to be 
removed, at least for a limited period of 
time. It is well that this course of action 
will be taken because the best interests of 
the military forces are served thereby. 
The restrictions against the enlistments 
of these men in the past was reasonable 
because it was the only manner by which 
draft boards could have any 
assurance 
that they could meet induction calls. The 
present unfavorable situation is only tem ­ 
porary, created by the sudden sharp re­ 
duction in draft quotas. Calls for prein­ 
duction examinations in past months were 
not in proportion to the reduced calls.

discussion of the “split infinitive.” I was 
taught years ago that the split infinitive is 
to Im* avoided at all costs. But how can one 
avoid the split in such sentences as this: 
“ We expect to lie more than double our 
attendance”?- Mrs. S. E. L. 
A. First of all, for the benefit of all read­ 
ers, let us see just what is meant by “split 
infinitive.” An infinitive is a verb that 
usually is proceded by “to,” as: to go; to 
drive; to sing, to dance. The word “to” is 
called the sign of the infinitive. 
Now then, when an adverb is inserted 
between "to” and tilt* verb, the* infinitive 
is said to have been split. These are split 
infant Ives: 
lo/quickly/go; 
to/carefully / 
drive; to/sweetly/sixing: to/gaily/dance. 
The old prejudice against splitting the 
infinitive has largely disappeared, and the 
split is no longer regarded 
as 
improper 
grammatically. This comment iii Webster’* 
New International is a good summation of 
the* consensus ol the modern authorities. 
"The splitting has been widely objected to, 
but it sometimes is desirable or necessary 
especially to avert ambiguity.” 
In your sentence, 
Mrs. L , 
there is no 
way to keep from splitting: “ We expect to 
more than double' our 
attendance.” 
Of 
course one may avoid the split by reword­ 
ing the sentence, but it isn’t necessary in 
this case, for such expressions as “to/more 
than/double” have long been good usage. 
My suggestion to teachers is: Explain 
cai of lilly what is meant by the term split 
infinitive. Illustrate on the blackboard b\ 
means of the strroke , thus: 
to clearly/ 
state; to slowly/walk. 
But I should not give students the im­ 
pression that they should never split the 
infinitive. Simply explain that the splitting 
is quite1 proper especially in construction* 
that might otherwise be awkward or un­ 
clear.
